OF yen the very excellent slogan, “On Guard for 
Spain!” the leaders of nine of the Communist 
Parties of Europe, together with the leaders of the 
Communist Parties of America and of Canada, have 
issued a joint manifesto, utilizing the recent Euro- 
pean crisis, and the Munich Agreement, for an im- 
passioned appeal on behalf of “Republican” Spain. 
The so-called “Republican” authorities in Spain 
must find support such as this more than a little 
embarrassing. The last thing that any Communist 
Party, let alone nine of the principal Communist 
Parties in Europe and those of Canada and America, 
would wish to support would be a genuinely Repub- 
lican Government. The Dictatorship of the Pro- 
letariat and republicanism have nothing in common. 
There have been no more trenchant denunciations 
of Communism than those issued by the great Amer- 
ican democracy in the Survey of the N.C.W.C: De- 
partment of Social Action, Washington, 1937, and 
the Report of the New York State Bar Association, 
1938.

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Indeed the spectacle of eleven Communist lead- 
ers, representing the Communist forces in France, 
Great Britain, Germany, Italy, Belgium, Switzer- 
land, Sweden, Spain, Czecho-Slovakia, Canada and 
America, calling on the Workers of the World to unite 
in support of that bourgeois institution, a republic, 
would be extremely funny were not the Workers of 
the World, in their political ignorance, an all-too-easy 
prey to this impudent propaganda. What could be 
more alluring than such declamations as “The people 
want to live in liberty and peace’? What could be 
a better-sounding trumpet call to mass action than 
“Let the forces of peace be organized from the 
smallest village to the biggest city: let each country 
realize the unity of all defenders of peace’? 
(Manifesto of Eleven Communist Parties.—Daily 
Worker, October 11, 1988.) Who will warn the men 
and women of good-will—manual workers and black- 
coated workers alike—that these pretended protag- 
onists of peace in general and of “Republican” Spain 
in particular, are leading them into what Lenin him- 
self described as a “relentless struggle waged with 
bloodshed . . . war a hundred times more difficult, 
more long drawn-out, more complicated than the most 
bloodthirsty war which could be possible between 
nations”—the class war waged for the erection. of 
the Proletariat Dictatorship. 

The Manifesto exploits, with great skill, the in- 
ternational wave of relief and thanksgiving for peace 
which swept all countries as the news of the Munich 
Agreement snapped the war tension of those fateful 
days last October. The Communist propagandists 
assert that the Munich Agreement, having sacrificed 
Czecho-Slovakia, will soon be the means of “sacrificing” 
Spain. Hence every village and town is to be roused 
to organize aid for that alien Red regime which still 
maintains a precarious hold in Spain. What these 

propagandists omit to tell their dupes is that this Red 
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regime is a tyranny imposed by force upon the un- 
happy Spanish people, and that the defense of “Re- 
publican” Red Spain, far from being a “struggle for 
the defense of peace,” is in fact a struggle in defense 
of a regime of lawless violence, a regime which has 
already numbered its civilian victims by the hundred 
thousand. 

In face of this international attempt to enlist ae- 
tive support for the waning forces of Red Valencia 
and Madrid, under the seductive cries of “For peace, 
and the independence of peoples; for the defense of de- 
mocracy—to save Spain and peace!” let us review the 
actual conditions which the lovers of peace and de- 
mocracy are being called upon to support and defend 
in “Red” Spain. 

Four months ago—not, be it noticed, during the 
early days of the civil war, when the excuse was made 
of action by irresponsible elements in “Republican” 
Spain—Campanario had been recently taken by the 
Nationalist forces. Thirty-four murders, accom- 
panied by torture, were committed during the last 
days of the “Republican” regime in Campanario; and 
a lawyer named Jacinto Aynso had his eyes gouged 
out, his tongue cut out, his limbs cut off, and he was 
then left to bleed to death. That was the record of 
Campanario in this Summer of 1938. When the 
village of Molinos, on the Aragon front, was occupied 
by the Nationalist troops, on its evacuation by the 
“Republican” troops, there were found fifteen women 
and children lying murdered by the side of the road, 
the majority of them with the few belongings that 
they had taken from their homes. Last Spring there 
was great rejoicing in Alcaniz, for on the Sunday, 
March 23, Mass was said for the first time since the 
“Republican” forces had captured the town; the un- 
happy Spanish people of Alcaniz had witnessed their 
church turned into a Red market-place. A month 
later Wing-Commander James described, in the 
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House of Commons, on April 4, 1938, what he him- | 
self saw in the area newly won by the Nationalist 
troops: “I took the opportunity in the last few days 
of going into as many churches behind the advanc- 
ing troops [i.e., in the area that had been recently oc- 
cupied by “Republican” Spain] as I could. J did not 
go into a single town or village in which the church 
had not been desecrated—not one” (Times, April 5, 
1938). Last March an eyewitness described the 
conditions in Teruel when it was a “Republican” 
town: “In Teruel the churches had been turned into 
cafes. In front of their altars there are casks of wine 
and comfortable armchairs.” The present year be- 
gan with open incitement to arson and terrorism, 
published in the issue of El Dilurio for January 4— 
El Dilurio being the official organ of Sefior Martinoz 
Barrio, leader of the most moderate of the parties 
which support the “Republic” of Spain: “One by one 
the rats of the confessional [i.e., the clergy] will be 
diligently sought out by our terriers, their lairs 
destroyed, and their nests set fire to.” That call to 
action is in perfect accord with the call of the official 
Program of the Communist International for the ex- 
ercise of the “stern violence of the Proletariat” and 
the carrying on, by the Proletarian State, “of anti- 
religious propaganda with all the means at its com- 
mand.” It is a complete contradiction of the tenets 
and the actions of an enlightened modern repub- 
licanism—such a republicanism as the Workers of the 
World can be reasonably called upon to support. 
The immortal phrase used by the Holy Father in 
the Encyclical Caritatas cannot be too often recalled: 
that phrase deploring the “slaughter of immortal 
souls.” The “Spanish Republic,” which is neither 
republican nor Spanish, but a chaotic combination of 
alien forces, has failed over and over again to induce 
the Catholic victims of its terror to save their lives 
by blaspheming God. The proud record of Malaga 
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stands for the whole of Spain. Malaga witnessed 
the murders of 110 priests, 27 monks, 33 seminary 
students and 6 nuns, some of whom were left to die 
of their wounds, “but not a single victim denied his 
or her Faith, preferring death to apostasy.” A total 
of 11,000 is the minimum, compiled from the records 
at present received, of the priests, regular and sec- 
ular, who have been killed under the “Republican” 
regime in Spain. This great army of modern martyrs 
include some 3,000 from 29 Religious Congregations, 
and such minimum figures as 186 from the diocese 
of Toledo, 168 from the diocese of Oviedo, some 350 
from the diocese of Lerida, and approximately 350 
from the diocese of Tortosa. As in the town of 
Malaga, so in diocese after diocese, not one single 
case of apostasy has been found (World Problem. 
Rome. Vol. IV, No. 8. August, 1988). “Republicans” 
so-called in Spain, seeking to slaughter both soul and 
body, have failed to touch the souls of their victims, 
even when employing the utmost extremity of tor- 
tures, incredible in this twentieth century. Where 
they have perhaps achieved some measure of success, 
in their effort to “slaughter immortal souls,” is in 
their organized attack on the children of Red Spain. 
It is an attack which the traducers of republicanism 
in Spain had launched on the children of Spain before 
the outbreak of war, as Professor Unamuno deplored: 
“I see with horror the inhuman sight of these poor 
children, whom soulless fathers and—what is worse— 
mothers oblige to stand erect and raise their arms 
with clenched fists to sing songs full of hatred and 
death, but not of love.” Hundreds of the Spanish 
children have been taken to Soviet Russia, and to 
Communist centers in Europe, there to be filled with 
the Communist doctrines of hatred and violence 
against God and man. In “Republican” Spain chil- 
dren have copybooks and reading primers inscribed 
Lenin Nuestro Gran Maestro—Lenin who acclaimed 
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the necessity of ruthless civil war, and who de- 
clared that “all religious ideas are an unspeakable 
abomination” (Lenin on Religion. English edition, 
p. 50). How far the regime which the Workers of 
the World are now called upon, with intensified ar- 
dor, to support, has succeeded with the children under 
its rule may be judged from the experience of an 
English worker and member of the International 
Brigade, in La Guardia, in 1987: “It only took us 
an hour to reach La Guardia, another beautiful vil- 
lage, with a grand view over the whole province, 
which is flat. When we arrived there we were greeted 
with the Communist salute, and were sent to a large 
church to sleep. Children were playing about in 
this building, who at once became very busy show- 
ing us the smashed-up crosses, and other relics, of 
which they seemed very proud. I had hardly got 
my pack off when a couple of little boys took me 
through a side door, into a kind of graveyard; here 
they showed me the bones of priests and others which 
had been dug out of the graves, and were scattered 
all over the place. There were also a few decom- 
posed corpses. They started to kick these about, and 
when I told them to stop, started shouting, Mucho 
Fascistas! Mucho Malo! and Viva _ Revolucion! 
. . . The walls were chalked all over with revolution- 
ary slogans and with the hammer and sickle.” Later 
on, this English workingman was taken to see the 
village school of La Guardia: “The children were 
being marched round the school yard, in the center 
of which were pictures of Lenin and Stalin. As they 
did so they sang the Internationale, and when they 
passed the pictures they gave the Communist salute. 

. « It was clear enough where the children had 
learned their anti-religious behavior. That night we 
witnessed an anti-religious procession of children, 
some of whom were in clerical dress, and carrying 
religious emblems” (In Spain with the International 
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Brigade, pp. 47-8). Is it surprising that the author 
of this sincere and simple little book was moved to 
exclaim, “I began to think I had come to a Bolshevik 
State instead of the democratic one that I had ex- 
pected”? A Bolshevik State is precisely that which 
the forces behind the specious facade of the Spanish 
“Republic” have striven to erect; and it is this State 
for which the Eleven Communist Parties have 
launched their Manifesto calling for aid from all 
lovers of “democracy” and “peace.” Were those noble 
words ever more flagrantly traduced? 

Evidence is now beginning to accumulate of the 
real nature of that regime in Spain which the Com- 
munists of all countries are so earnestly supporting, 
and for which they are invoking the generous emo- 
tions of the world-wide sympathizers with minorities 
such as Czecho-Slovakia. To denounce the Munich 
Agreement, and to demand immediate assistance for 
“Republican” Spain, will be the theme of innumer- 
able “Left Wing” and Communist platforms the 
world over. This skillful use of the recent crisis can 
only be countered by such solid facts about the Red 
regime as those we have cited. They are facts which 
make abundantly clear the reason of this campaign. 
The spokesmen of the Communist International and 
their Left Wing allies are seeking every means of 
enlisting support for the remaining Red forces in 
Spain, just because the Spain of Valencia and 
Madrid is, as far as the ruling regime can make 
it, “a Bolshevik State.” The English workingman 
whose record we quote above had hardly crossed 
the French-Spanish frontier, on his way to join the 
International Brigade, when he found that “The Red 
flag was flying everywhere, with the hammer and 
sickle of the Soviets, whilst the smallest children 
seemed to be able to sing the Internationale, and to 
give the clenched fist salute” (/bid., p. 7). Similar 
experiences have been published by another member 
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of the International Brigade, and one who had the 
advantage of speaking Spanish. Doubt was thrown 
on this comrade’s political soundness, and he was 
interrogated before a court at Albacete. “What was 


my surprise to find that my court ‘was composed of: 


Russians?” Arrived at the Taragona base, this com- 
rade found “a second Soviet, with Soviet police and 
guards .. . the village church was a concert hall. 
J . Paul Robeson sang ‘Red’ songs. . . . Harry 
Pollitt honored us speaking from the place where the 
altar had stood.” Still more significant was the de- 
parture, for the front, from Albacete: “The Brigade 
band played revolutionary songs, and the rearguard 
Reds strode up and down the platform yelling ‘Long 
live World Revolution!’ ‘Down with the Capitalist 
class!’ ‘Long live the Commintern!’” That is a word 
picture of “Republican Spain” which should be quoted 
at every meeting called under the lying slogans of 
“Save Spain for Spaniards!” and “Long live Peace! 
—Save Spain and Peace!” The “Spain” these pro- 
tagonists of revolution desire to save is—we make no 
apology for repeating the phrase—‘“a Bolshevik 
State,” imposed by brutal violence upon the Spanish 
people. The English Labor paper, Forward, has 
issued, during the present year, some useful facts 
about this violence: “Foreign Chekha agents are in 
Spain, and operating by the hundred. Cowardly as- 
sassins who are paid by the Russian Stalinist Chekna 

. steel cages are kept for men and women who 
are not supporters of Russian control . .. nearly 
1,000 Socialists and Anarchists have been murdered. 
This is the work of the Russian Chekha. A modest 
estimate is given of the bodies of non-Socialists and 
alleged Fascists picked up from the streets of Gov- 
ernment Spain, and who have disappeared. The fig- 
ure is the startling and shocking one of about 15,000 
men and women, and it is given by anti-Fascist lead- 
ers” (Forward, July 2, 1938). 
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If Moscow has failed to create a Soviet Spain, it 
is not for lack of Soviet violence, Soviet mass mur- 
ders, Soviet hatred of religion. That Moscow had 
high hopes of success in Spain and elsewhere from 
a general European conflagration may be deduced 
from her wrath with the Munich Agreement. Bruges 
reports a Red radio as broadcasting its opinion that, 
after that Agreement, Mr. Chamberlain ought to 
have committed suicide. The wish was doubtless 
father to the thought. Deprived of that satisfaction, 
Moscow is now driven back on propaganda, as ex- 
emplified by this new Manifesto of the Eleven Com- 
munist Parties on behalf of the regime in Spain 
which masquerades as “Republican.” It is a regime 
which conceals, behind the republican mask, an 
allegiance conveyed in those acclamations resounding 
as the “International Brigade” left Albacete, “Long 
live World Revolution!” “Long live the Commintern!” 


Dies Committee Reports on 
Communism in the U. S. 


Following is the official text of the summary of the report 
submitted to Congress by the Dies Committee on Communism 
in the U. S. This Committee was appointed by the House of 
Representatives to investigate un-American activities and 
propaganda, ox Re oe Martin Dies of Texas as 
Chairman.—N. C 


UR committee has received abundant evidence to 

support these findings with reference to the na- 
ture, program, and activities of the Communist Party. 
Communism differs from Nazism and Fascism in de- 
tails, but in the larger fundamentals these three 
forms of dictatorship become more and more alike 
with every passing year. Both the Nazis and the 
Fascists have shown themselves to be apt students of 
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the Communist tactics of propaganda as well as able 
imitators of the Communist form of dictatorship in 
government. 

We believe that the failure of the Labor Depart- 
ment to carry out the laws with respect to deportation 
is a contributing factor to the widespread activities 
and propaganda carried on by un-American elements 
in the United States. 

While it is true that our committee has only 
scratched the surface of the un-American and subver- 
sive activities of those who are invading America 
with their alien ideologies, it is also true that we have 
received abundant evidence to support the following 
findings with reference to the Communist Party: 

It is an integral part of a world revolutionary 
movement for proletarian internationalism. 

Is under direct control of the Third International 
which has its headquarters in Moscow. 

Looks upon Russia as the “fatherland of the revo- 
lutionary workers,” and cannot claim, therefore, any 
degree of loyalty to the American form of gov- 
ernment. 

Whereas it once employed the frank slogan of “the 
Defense of the Soviet Union,” it works today to em- 
broil this country in a foreign war by the propaga- 
tion of the doctrine of “collective security.” 

Seeks ultimately the overthrow of the American 
form of government as established by the Constitution 
of the United States. 

Aims to set up a dictatorship of the proletariat in 
this country, notwithstanding its present tactical 
silence on this fundamental tenet of Communism. 

Rests upon brutal violence despite its present dis- 
honest profession of belief in the processes of 
democracy. 

Is bound by no ordinary ethical limitations in 
seeking to advance its program. 

Aims at the complete confiscation of private prop- 
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erty in the means of production, including the social- 
ization of the land. 

Hides behind civil liberties in pursuing ends which 
will destroy civil liberties for all but the ruling few 
of the proletarian dictatorship. 

Works on the principle of leverage in accomplish- 
ing its purposes, depending not upon a majority of ~ 
voters but upon a highly disciplined minority. 

Is energetically applying the Trojan Horse tactic 
of penetrating other organizations for the purpose of 
seeking to control them, or, failing that, to destroy 
them. 

Is unusually active in our schools, both openly and 
subtly insinuating its propaganda into the minds of 
students. 

Is boring from within the two major political 
parties. 

During the next two years, it will concentrate much 
of its effort in the formation of a national farmer- 
labor party which it will seek to dominate. 

Is the enemy of all forms of religion and looks 
upon faith in God as an outworn superstition. 

It is, nevertheless, doing its utmost to make in- 
roads into numerous religious organizations. 

In the masquerade of science, it offers the most 
unscientific approach to human problems which the 
world has seen since the Dark Ages. 

Stifles the creative impulses of the individual by 
its deadening regimentation. 

Is basically a philosophy of hatred which seeks to 
promote class war. 

Is boring from within labor unions on a wide scale, 
seeking to dominate or wreck the unions for pur- 
poses that are alien to the interests of organized wage 
earners. 

Deliberately provokes violence in labor disputes 
for the purpose of training a revolutionary group in 
the tactics of civil war. 
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Seeks to sabotage and cripple our economy on 
every possible front, with a view to its profiting by 
the resulting economic crises. 

Aligns itself with every crack-pot scheme to un- 
dermine our system of free enterprise and private 
initiative. 

It has penetrated the Government itself, with the 
result that some Communists hold key positions in 
Federal agencies and projects. 

Has induced and financed many volunteers to go 
from this country to fight on the side of the Spanish 
Loyalist Government. 

Aims to incite race war by its special agitation 
among the Negro population of this country. 

It fears to have the spotlight of publicity turned 
upon its real aims and methods, and will stop at noth- 
ing to discredit, if possible, those who fearlessly ex- 
pose its program and activities. 

Seeks to silence all hostile criticism by charging 
its critics with red-baiting, while, at the same time, 
it viciously baits those who dare to oppose it. 

Resorts to organized campaigns of character as- 
sassination wherever the charge of red-baiting does 
not suffice to silence its critics. 

Tries to exploit any existing discontent for the 
purpose of building a revolutionary movement which 
has nothing to do with the solving of the problems 
from which discontent arises. 

It dangles the promise of economic security before 
the victims of economic distress, offering them a new 
slavery in the name of emancipation. 

Systematically and deliberately deceives many of 
our people by the use of high-sounding names for or- 
ganizations which profess laudable objectives, but 
which, underneath, are designed solely to advance the 
cause of Communism. 

Exercises extensive influence among several mil- 
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lions in this country through the device known as the 
united front. 
Persuades thousands of careless or innocent Amer- 
icans to lend their names for the propaganda pur- 
poses of the Communist Party. 

It employs numerous “fellow travelers” who out- 
number its card-holding membership, and by the use 
of these “fellow travelers” extends its influence into 
organizations and institutions of every description. 
Finally, it is diametrically opposed to the prin- 
ciples of Americanism, as set forth in the Constitu- 
tion and the Declaration of Independence. 

This committee believes that the National Labor 
Relations Board should be subjected to a thorough 
investigation for the purpose of determining to what 
extent the members of the Board and its employees 
approve of the Communist views expressed by Mr. 
David J. Saposs, chief economist. 

Communists seized strategic positions in certain 
unions affiliated with the C.I.O. 

Communist documents and records presented to 
the Committee indicate that the Communist leaders 
assumed great credit for the organizing of steel, auto- 
mobile, and other industries and the direction of the 
strikes which followed. 

This Committee has established, on the basis of 
the Communist Party’s own literature, that Com- 
munists are actively boring from within churches, 
schools, youth organizations, and every other organ- 
ization and institution into which they can find en- 
trance. 

A courageous stand on the part of all public offi- 
tials involved—with reference to sit-down and un- 
authorized strikes and Lansing Holiday incident— 
would have prevented these disgraceful occurrences 
and would have avoided the loss of millions of dollars 
to both labor and capital, which resulted from the 
stoppage of work and the inability of thousands of 
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employes to work. This Committee feels it would 
be derelict in its duty to the people if it did not de- 
nounce this lawlessness as distinctly and clearly un- 
American. 

The sit-down strike technique was largely im- 
ported from abroad and was put into effect in this 
country for the purpose of paralyzing industry and 
producing a revolution. It would be hard to estimate 
the total loss sustained by the nation as a result of 
the numerous acts of violence and lawlessness that 
occurred during this period. Most of it can be at- 
tributed to the activities of the Communists in insti- 
gating and conducting unauthorized strikes and sit- 
down strikes. 

The evidence indicates very clearly that the Com- 
munists had succeeded in penetrating the Farmer- 
Labor Party of Minnesota and seizing many strategic 
positions; that they were using the Farmer-Labor 
Party to promote Communism and class warfare. 

From the information before the Committee, we 
feel convinced that a thorough investigation of the 
west coast will show that the Communists have en- 
joyed greater success there than in any other section 
of the country; that they have seized many important 
positions in the labor movement, and are directing 
many labor and political activities. The loss in money 
and man-hours directly traceable to Communist activ- 
ity is tremendous. 

The Communist Party has never found it neces- 
sary to have a majority of the members of the united 
front on its side in order to exercise a dominant con- 
trol in their affairs and activities. The aim of the 
united front is to extend the influence of the Com- 
munist Party far beyond the circle of its own mem- 
bership, and even far beyond the periphery of the 
fellow travelers. 

By the utilization of discontent, the Communist 
Party undertakes to transform any degree or kind of 
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protest into petty hatred, and from this to fashion 
the instruments of class war. 

The largest of the Communist front movements in 
the United States is the American League for Peace 
and Democracy, formerly known as the League 
Against War and Fascism. 

Second in size and importance, from the Com- 
munist standpoint and, therefore, a menace to our 
country, is the Workers Alliance of America. 

According to documents published by the Inter- 
national Labor Defense, it is the American section of 
the M.O.P.R., or the Red International of Labor De- 
fense, often referred to as the Red International Aid. 

The Friends of the Soviet Union is possibly one 
of the most open Communist fronts in the United 
States. 

Possibly one of the most effective and closely 
knitted organizations among the Communist front 
movements is the International Workers Order. 

As a section of the World Student Association for 
Peace, Freedom and Culture, the American Student 
Union is the result of a united front gathering of 
young Socialists and Communists. 

The Communist front movement in the United 
States among Negroes is known as the National 
Negro Congress. 

The American Youth Congress was not originally 
set up by Communists but it was penetrated by them, 
as shown by the reports of its first congress, which 
was held in Washington, D. C. 

From the evidence before us we are not in a posi- 
tion to definitely state whether or not the Civil Lib- 
erties Union can properly be classed as a Communist 
organization. But the statement of the United Mine 
Workers to the effect that the Civil Liberties Union 
is serving as a forerunner and trail blazer for the 
active and insidious activities of the Communist is 
borne out by the evidence we have heard thus far. 
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We strongly urge that this organization be in. 
vestigated. 


A large part of un-American activities is inspired 
by Communists, Nazis, and Fascists, aliens in the 
United States. Some of them are direct representa- 
tives and agents of foreign governments. Some of 
them occupy important positions in other organiza- 
tions and are able to wield considerable politica] in- 
fluence. There is no excuse for the failure of the 
Labor Department to deport these aliens. 


In the opinion of the Committee the Strecker case 
does not have any important bearing on the Bridges 
case because the facts in the Bridges case are much 
stronger than in the Strecker case. 


In the record of these hearings will be found con- 
siderable evidence, arguments, and citations of legal 
authorities which, in our judgment, definitely estab- 
lish that the Department of Labor is without justi- 
fication in postponing deportation proceedings against 
Harry Bridges. 

The testimony reveals that the Communists have 
conducted a systematic and well-organized campaign 
to secure volunteers for the Loyalist cause; that they 
have a central office in New York City where all vol- 
unteers are directed to report; that they have suffi- 
cient funds to finance the transportation of these 
volunteers to Spain and that they have been able to 
circumvent the law and operate illegally in getting 
these volunteers to Spain. 

From the testimony we heard we are convinced 
that a rather large number of the employes on the 
Federal Theater Project are either members of the 
Communist Party or are sympathetic with the Com- 
munist Party. It is also clear that certain employes 
felt under compulsion to join the Workers’ Alliance 
of America in order to retain their positions. The 
evidence is very clear that certain employes carried 
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ers’ Project. 

The real influence of Communists must be meas- 
ured in terms of their ability to direct or influence 
other organizations and groups who have many times 
the membership that the Communist Party claims. It 


. cannot be too strongly emphasized that the great ma- 


jority of citizens of the United States of every race, 
religion, social, or economic condition in life are loyal 
and patriotic Americans, that the great majority of 
laboring people, both organized and unorganized, are 
opposed to Communism. 


Religion and the State in 
Soviet Russia 7

: ier Union of the Godless has published in pam- 
phlet form a summary of the legislation of the 
R. S. F. S. R. concerning religious worship. (R. S. 
F. S. R. designates Russia proper or great-Russia.) 
Since the first “religious” decree of the Soviet 
Government, published in January, 1918, of other 
laws, decrees, instructions, etc., on the same subject 
there have been plenty. Many of them contradict 
each other and are differently interpreted in the eleven 
“autonomous” Republics composing the R. S. F. S. R. 
Need has at last been felt after twenty eventful and 
too often awful years to remove these contradictions. 
and to establish between these separate enactments a 
semblance of harmony. . 
Strictly speaking State Attorney “comrade” 
Vyshinski ought to have undertaken this task. But 
he is too busy, political heresy-hunting absorbing so 
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much of his activity. The task has therefore been 
undertaken by the Union of the Godless. Their work 
has no officia! character; as a matter of fact the “Sum- 
mary” they have published is already applied as a 
State law. ; 

From this spravka it follows that only “citizens” 
aged eighteen at least are permitted to take part in 
religious organizations. A special permit is required 
in the case of younger persons. Children are not al- 
lowed to take part in prayers having a more or less 
public character. 

Religious organizations must be registered either 
in the town council or in the “executive committee” 
of the district; otherwise they are regarded as illegal 
and those taking part in them are liable to prosecution. 
These organizations are registered as societies if they 
have more than twenty members and as groups if 
otherwise. They have no right of affording material 
help to their members, all such activity being strictly 
forbidden. They are also forbidden to organize ex- 
cursions, to open libraries, etc., nor are they allowed 
to teach religion to anybody, to form groups to study 
in common the Scriptures, to create literary circles 
and the like. 

In short, religious organizations are admitted only 
for the purpose of worship. They are permitted. to 
seek and invite persons qualified to celebrate such 
worship—but these must be registered at first with 
the same local authorities. 

Only “societies,” not “groups,” are permitted to 
hire buildings for the purposes of religious worship. 
As a general rule worship may be celebrated only in 
buildings recognized by the Government to be suit- 
able for that purpose. Exceptionally, religious cere- 
monies may be performed in private houses; they will, 
however, be held illegal if not specially authorized 
every time. 

Religious associations do not enjoy the rights of a 
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“juridical person” : it follows that the buildings erected 
and the property acquired by them (money, incense, 
oil, wine, wax, wood and coal excluded) are State 
property. 

A suitable building having been erected, a con- 
tract must be concluded with the local authorities for 
its use. Twenty signatures are required for the pur- 
pose; also an executive committee of three and a 
“commission of revision” (controlling commission), 
also of three, are to be elected and their members 
confirmed by the same authorities. Only those may 
be members to whom the Communist Party and the 
Soviet police do not object. 

The Government is at liberty to use the buildings 
where religious worship is celebrated for other pur- 
poses, even if these buildings have been erected by the 
person having leased them. In this case the contract 
concluded is annulled. All objects of value, also bells, 
carpets, furniture, etc., are then included into the 
“State fund of values” and put at the disposal of the 
Exchequer (Narcomfin). Objects having an historical 
or artistic value are handed over to the Narcomfinos 
(Board of Education). 








Soviet Jailed 6,500,000 in 
One Year 


MRE than 6,500,000 persons were imprisoned in 
140 Soviet concentration camps in 1986. In 1922 
there were but two camps, with 6,000 prisoners. 

Before 1930 the prisoners were called “bourgeoisie.” 
But in that year the majority of the 1,500,000 held in 
90 camps were the so-called kulaks, or “wealthy peas- 
ants.” The “bourgeoisie” had largely been liquidated, @ 

The Soviet Godless Association is agitating for a 
measure which would inflict punishment upon clergy- 
men in Russia in retaliation for measures taken against 
atheists in foreign countries. 

There would be no distinction as to confessions in 
the selection of the clergymen upon whom the punish- 
ment is to be inflicted, it was said. The proposal is to’ 
be placed before the central council for consideration. 

Other current moves were the naming of Pope 
Pius XI as the No. 1 enemy of world atheism and the 
dissolution of a Baptist diocese and the arrest and 
condemning to death of the minister. Following Pope 
Pius on the list of enemies of atheism which was pub- 
lished at Barnaul, are: 2—Anglican Archbishop of 
Canterbury. 3—Arthur Cardinal Hinsley, Archbishop 
of Westminster. 4—Lutheran Archbishop of Upsala, 
Sweden. 5—George Cardinal Mundelein, Archbishop 
of Chicago. 6—Rabbi Herz, London. 7—The entire 
Protestant press. 8—Missionaries and religious soci- 
eties. 9—British Bible Union. 10—All church or- 
ganizations opposing Communism. 

The Baptist diocese, composed of 69 parishes with 
a total of 3,400 persons, was established in 1937. Its 
property has been confiscated and Mr. Seresh, the min- 
ister, seized by the OGPU. The actions followed col- 
lisions with the Communist youth groups.—Catholi¢
